GREEN BAY - A poll of 


priests in the Green Bay Diocese 
shows 67 per cent of those 
replying to a questionnaire favor 
giving priests lhe option to 
choose between marriage and 
celibacy. 


With 141 of the 349 Green Bay 


Diocese priests who received the 
questionnaire replying, 95 said 
they favored option celibacy. 45 
said they opposed it and one 
registered no opinion. 


The poll was taken by the 


National Association for Pas- 
toral 
Renewal, (NAPR). 
an 


organization of priests and lay- 
men who have urged giving 
priests in the United States the 
option to marry. 


The poll, according to the 


NAPR, also showed that young- 
er priests are more strongly in 
favor of the marriage option 
than older priests. Pastors in the 
Green Bay Diocese were split 
evenly for and against the 


option, while assistant pastors, 
who generally tend to be young- 
er men, were 90 per cent 
in 


favor of it. Priests in other roles 
registered a 60 per cent vote in 
favor.

Green Boy Pollution 


The concern being expressed by Chica- 


go newspapers about the pollution of Lake 
Michigan will strike many as being belated. 
But the added voices of protest against the 
threats to the Great Lakes are welcome. 


A current controversy in Chicago re- 


sults from the Corps of Engineers dumping 
an estimated 200,000 cubic yards from a 
harbor dredging project into Lake Michi- 
gan. The dispute is almost a carbon copy of 
the unsuccessful struggle by Green Bay 
officials earlier this year to prevent the 
dumping of spoils from the coming second 
and third phases of the bay channel 
dredging project into a diked area in the 
bay and into open bay waters. 


The Chicago protests run up against the 


game explanation which was received by 
Green Bay — the Corps of Engineers does 
not have the funds to get rid of the spoils 
In the more expensive method of dufping 
it on land. 


At a House 
committee inquiry 
in 


Chicago, Gen. Harry Woodbury of the 
Corps of Engineers offered this bit of 
bureaucratic 
logic: The Corps is not 


introducing 
polluted material into 
the 


Great Lakes. It is just moving the polluted 
material from one place to another. 


This may be true. But the Chicago 


project, like the 
one in Green 
Bay, 


represents an opportunity to reduce the 
pollution of Lake Michigan and Green Bay. 
The investment of additional federal funds 
should be regarded from the standpoint of 
such an objective, the whole point of recent 
federal and Wisconsin anti-pollution legis- 
lation. 


The Corps of Engineers should not be 


the scapegoat in this situation. It has not 
been able to win added money for the more 
costly method of disposing of dredging 
spoils. To its credit, the Corps has gained 
funds for a study project of various 


methods of spoils disposal, a study which 
will include the Green Bay channel project. 


In the case of the Green Bay project, it 


also was true that the federal anti-pollution 
agency, in a bewildering judgment, de- 
clared that dumping of spoils behind a 
diked area would not harm the lower bay. 
This meant it would be up to Green Bay 
municipal taxpayers to fork 
over the 


$600,000 more which would be needed to 
put the bay spoils on the Northwest Side 
industrial 
area, the place where this 


summer's 
Fox River 
dredging 
project 


placed spoils with federal financing. 


The Green Bay and Chicago problems 


represent an example 
of the talk of 


assigning spending priorities which is going 
on in Washington these days. The Johnson 
administration has been playing rough. If 
you want these local public works projects, 
it is saying, you better go along with the 10 
per cent income surtax. But opportunities 
to reduce Great Lakes pollution should not 
be part of this political bargaining. 


Last week, Sen. Gaylord Nelson intro- 


duced an amendment to restore the $450 
million authorized by Congress last year for 
federal anti-pollution grants. The appropri- 
ation has been cut to $225 million. 


Sen. Nelson points out that there are 71 


Wisconsin municipal projects pending for 
federal grants of $22.8 million which would 
be one-half of tatal cost after state water 
quality standards are approved. Under the 
$225 
million 
appropriation, 
Wisconsin 


would be eligible for about $4.5 million. 


Sen. Nelson acknowledges the budget 


cuts which must be made because of the 
war in Vietnam but he questions turning 
back on the anti-pollution commitment 
made in 1966. He is correct. 


There are better places to cut the 


budget. Pollution added to the Great Lakes 
now will only have to be removed later at 
greater cost.

British System of 'Elevenses1 


The problems of education are not 


exclusively that of the United States. 


There has been criticism for some time 


of 
the 
British 
system 
of "elevenses" 


whereby school boys and girls at approxi- 
mately the age of eleven took comprehen- 
sive examinations which in effect deter- 
mined their educational courses for the 
rest of their lives. Only those with the 
highest scores were permitted to take the 
academic secondary programs which could 
lead to universities. 


To some extent the policy of elevenses 


has been modified. But a new book by two 
British educational men called Examina- 
tions: Pass or Failure? claims there is still 
too much reliance upon three-hour exams. 


British General Certificate of Education 


exams, taken in two parts when the 
students are 16 and 18 years old, are now 
essential requirements for university ac- 
ceptance and also extremely important to 
most prospective employers. But, say the 
book's authors, Bonney Rust and Herbert 
Harris, some 42 per cent of those taking 
the exams fail to get a passing grade. Nor 
do the exams give clear cut evidence of the 


good or poor scholar. Other grades indicate 
that many gifted pupils receive low grades. 
And, 
say the authors, "the typical exam 


stint of three hours is an unreasonable 
physical demand on many candidates, few 
of whom will ever normally work for three 
hours without a break. Nothing tells the 
unsuspecting employer about the employe's 
persistence, courage, tact, discretion or 
initiative." 


There have been complaints in the 


United States over a "permissive" trend of 
education with few standards and little in 
the way of measuring devices. It is true 
that all through life, one is forced to meet 
certain standards both for his own benefit 
and that of others. 


But more and more thoughtful observ- 


ers of the educational scene stress that one 
examination, especially of mere facts, tells 
little about the student's abilities, capabili- 
ties, potential or his value as a person. 
Furthermore, overemphasis upon the need 
to pass or get high scores on certain exams 
influences teachers, course content and 
students toward the high grade rather than 
the depth of knowledge and understanding 
which few examinations can measure. 


Alliance for Progress Troubles 


United States officials are understand- 


ably annoyed with the request of the 
Government of Ecuador for the withdrawal 
of our Ambassador, Wymberly Coerr. 


Ambassador Coerr made a speech at the 


American school in Guayaquil and defend- 
ed the Alliance for Progress through which 
American funds are sent to Latin American 
countries while those nations are encour- 
aged to make economic and social reforms 
which will help the majority of their 
people. Since Ecuador has received more 
than $200 million from 
the 
U.S. 
in 


economic aid and about $35 million in 
military aid, it seemed unlikely that the 
Ecuadorian Government officials should 
have any objection. 


But President Otto Arosemena Gomez 


came to his office a year ago with a bare 
majority of the Ecuadorian Constituent 
Assembly. He cannot succeed himself, 
according to the constitution, but there is a 
chance that he may figure a way around 
the prohibition by resigning before the 
next election in June. And in Ecuador the 
Alliance for Progress comes in for criticism 
in part because it doesn't provide more 
funds and in part because it demands 
reciprocal action in the way of reforms. 


Just two weeks ago President Arose- 


mena called the Alliance a "frustrated 
hope." He charged that Ecuador had to 
buy products from the United States at 
inflated prices, that United States techni- 
C'ans had to be paid exorbitant salaries and 
that negotiations proved 
"interminable 


and endless." Ambassador Coerr mentioned 
no names but pointed out that all the Latin 
American governments had pledged self 
help when the Alliance was created in 
1961. Certainly his implication, at least to 


the sensitive President Arosemena, seemed 
to be that the Ecuadorians ought to stop 
complaining and fulfill their own responsi- 
bilities. 


This of course is a major problem with 


the Alliance for Progress in many Latin 
American countries. Many still do not 
sufficiently tax their wealthy or see that 
the taxes are collected. It is understand- 
ably a long hard pull in the nations where 
the deeply poor and uneducated amount to 
a high percentage of the population. Many 
Latin American leaders 
have had to 


contend with years of tradition of almost 
absolute authority, military rule and heavy 
handed rulers. 
With the 
stirrings 
of 


rebellion, whether or not encouraged by 
outside or Communist agitators, there is a 
natural fear that only strong measures will 
prevent violent revolution. 


Furthermore, the turmoil in American 


cities has pointed up the fact that even the 
rich United States has not found complete 
answers to the problems of the poor and 
deprived. Despite the American offer of 
aid, there is some doubt that the United 
States should demand economic and social 
reforms elsewhere until it has made a more 
complete success of them at home. 


The State Department has announced 


that the United States "does not expect to 
reciprocate" as far as sending home the 
Ecuador Ambassador is concerned. Pre- 
sumably little will be said for some weeks, 
Ambassador Coerr will receive a new 
assignment and Ecuador will get a new 
American Ambassador. 


But the incident is one more indication 


that the Alliance for Progress is not an 
overwhelming success and the resentment 
against it in Latin America may grow.

a government, to obtain food 
or jobs or lower prices, to seize 
the instruments of production 
or warfare. And they 
are 


always "led" — whereas the 
Negro riots are a form of 
spontaneous combustion aris- 
ing when resentment has been 
smoldering long enough. 


The riots are pathological 


and suicidal. That is, they are 
a symptom of deep sickness, 
and represent a death-wish 
born of despair. Until the 
whites truly understand the 
profound psychic damage we 
have inflicted upon the Negro 


They are subrational. If the 
rioters were really led by 
"agitators," they would not 
burn their own homes and 
neighborhoods, do themselves 
out of jobs, and evoke the 
widespread resentment of the 
white community without any 
compensating factors. 


If they were truly "insurrec- 


tiosts," they would storm city 
halls and attack power plants, 
set fire to factories and ware- 
houses, and engage in the kind 
of sabotage activity that has 
always characterized revolu- 
tionaries. But they do nothing 
of this, summer after summer. 


We whites delude ourselves 


by blaming it on "agitators" or 
"extremists." Nobody needs to 
set the spark; the flame arises 
just from so many Negroes 
rubbing so close together with- 
in 
the compound. And no 


"leader" can direct or control 
the fire once it begins. 


The r i o t s are as self-de- 


structive as they are destruc- 
tive. They kill and injure far 
more Negroes than whites. 
They stiffen white resistance. 
But the Negroes do not care; 
all our logical arguments mean 
nothing. They are 
suffering 


from a sickness, a fever, a 
wound, and in their delirium 
they are setting fire to their 
own bed.
